It was founded in January, 1836, *nd was 
opene<l for instruction in December of the 
same year. The edifice is No. 9, University 
r Washington square. It contains

a Chapel, Library, four Lecture Rooms, and 
private rooms sufficient for nearly forty stu¬ 
dents. The first class consisting of six indi¬ 
viduals, graduated in 1838, since which the 
nnnunl number graduated has been more than 
twenty. There are at present nearly a hun¬ 
dred students in attendance in three classes. 
The expenses aro not greater than at other 
institutions of the kind in the country. Price 
of board at the Seminary varies but little from 
$1,&0 n week, cost of fuel #5 per annum, and 
much of the furniture for the rooms is fur¬ 
nished by friends of the Seminary. In no 
Seminary in the country arc the Professor¬ 
ships filled with morn ability than here. 

Some of the advantages of the city over the 
country to students are those: There are fre¬ 
quent opportunities for employment as teach¬ 
ers in schools or in private families, and many 
students are now supporting themselves in 
this way, without interfering with their regu¬ 
lar studies. In the city there are constant op¬ 
portunities to hear the most distinguished 
lecturers on religious and literary subjects, 
and the students can connect themselves with 
any church they please and hear the best 
preachers;—they are expected also to take an 
active part in sabbath schools, in tract distri¬ 
bution, and other enterprises of the kind. But 
the hours of study aro as undisturbed ns in 
the most retired country village. The facil¬ 
ity for buying books at little more than half | 
tho usual cost is very great, after a little ac¬ 
quaintance here. 

Tho Reading Room of tho Seminary is fur¬ 
nished with a great variety of the religious

It is u Chinese compliment to 
thrust a mouthful of food into the person’s 
mouth sitting opposite, a civility which the 
members of tlm Legation could only quietly 
receive, and promptly return with their own 
“chop-sticks” to the mouths of their neigh¬ 
bors. The dinner continued from 9 o’clock 
till 1 in the morning, when thu Legation re¬ 
tired, almost uttering file words of Macbeth, 
“We have supped full of boirurs!”
